Old Palace | Hotel Fire 


Splendid Work by the Fire Brigade 


The old Palace Hotel is no more. 
After about seven attempts to burn 
the old buiiding ‘’a  burning’’ 
success wae made of the job early 
Vuesday morning, to the keen sutis- 
fuction of the people in town, for 
today we have a new Palace that 
would be a credit to any city in Al- 
berta. The attempts to burn the 
old Palace iv an old story to The 
Call readers and need not be re- 
peated now. 

About two o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing the alarm was sent in aud the 
bulk of the citizens of the town 
responded, but at that time the 
building was burning fiercely, and 
it was at once acknowledged it 
would be useless to muke any at- 
tempt to save the old structure. 
Chief Wakefield and his gallant tire 
brigade showed splendid discretion, 
and accomplished good work in 
saving the adjacent buildings of A. 
Peterson's residence, 12 feet west, a 
stable 25 feet north and William 
Beurd's residence 20 feet east, and 
G, W. Hunter's stable about 60 feet 
northeast. The fire was extremely 
het and a« light wind blew north- 
east, but the fire boys laid down on 
the ground inside Mr. Beard’s fence 
and played the chemical engine hose 
on the side ani rouf with the beat 
results, while from the opposite 
side of the roof the bucket brigade 
poured water over the ruof. Other 
tiremen assisted Mr. Hunter in 
carrying water to his stable, while 
Mr. Petérion’s house was protected 
by another bucket gang an the 
small engine, which worked also on 
the stables. The old Palace was 
partly fraine and partly log, being 
one of the first erected in Gleichen, 
and moved last fall from the site

unknown. No one was living in 
the building at the time, and it is 
believed to be the work of an incen- 
diary. However, it is claimed a 
man was seen making a hurried 
flight up Third avenue and as a fair 
description of him was obtained, he 
will probably yet have to account 
for his actions.

Peterson, thinking she heard rain, 
asked her husband to take in her 
washing on the line, and he soon 
gave an alarm that aroused his 
neighbors,

ALBERTA’S FINE EXHIBIT 
EXCITES COMMENT AT CANADIAN 
NATIONAL EXHIBITION 
Excellent Display of Threshed Grain, 

Showing Big Yields of Wheat and 
Oats from Various Districts in 
Northern and Southern Alberta— 
Proof that Crops are Good, Despite 
the Small Rainfall this Year. 
Toronto.—One of the most interest- 
ing agricultural exhibits at the Canu- 
dian National exhibition is the Al- 
berta government exhibit in the east 


wing of the Horticultural building. 
The wall is beautifully decorated wit 


sheaves of varieties of grain, as well) 


as tame and native grasses. A most 


interesting new feature in connection | 


with this exhibit is the grand display 
of threshed grains, There are six acre 
yields shown, and while they are not 
the largest yields that could shave 
been shown, they are such that visi- 
tors must be convinced of the wonder- 
ful grain-growing possibilities of the 
province of Alberta, 

There are two yields of oats shown. 
One acre of “Abundance,” grown by 
J. C. Hill and sons, of Lloydminster, 
which yielded 97 measured bushels 
per acre, and weighs 6 pounds per 
bushel, and one yield of “Banner” 
oats, grown by Robert McKay, of 
Blackfalds, yielding 85 bushels by 
measure per acre and 44 pounds per 
bushel. 

One yield of 60 bushels and 21 
pounds of winter wheat is shown, 
grown by Arthur Perry, at Cardston, 
and it weighs 66 pounds per bushel, 
Pawson brothers, of Coaldale, sent an 
acre yield of spring wheat, which went 
88 bushels to the acre, and weighs 65 
pounds per bushel. The most remark- 
ble feature of this grain exhibit is the 
excellent quality of the grain. A 
large number of the samples shown 
are the growth of 1910, and show 
clearly that the crops in Alberta are 
fairly good, even with the small rain- 
fall of this year, and that in a large 
portion of the province the crops are 
excellent this year. 

In the centre of the exhibit an In- 
dian tepee is shown, from the Sarcee 
reserve, southern Alberta. It is just 
as it appeared when purchased at the 
reserve, and is of great interest to the 
thousands of visitors who see it every 
day. 

Hon, Duncan Marshall, minister of 
agriculture for Alberta, is personally 
supervising the exhibit, and has E. L, 
Richardson, manager of the provincial 
exhibition at Calgary, in charge. F. 
W. Brown, publicity agent at Toronto, 
whose office is at 127 Front street, and 
C. R. McCutcheon, his assistant, are 
also assisting with the exhibit. 

After the close of the Toronto exhi- 
bition the Alberta exhibit will be 
erected at Spokane, Washington, for 
the dry farming congress.

FISHERY COMMISSION MEET 


| Saskatchewan Men Give Evidence in 
Regard to Conditions in 
That Province 
{_ Regina.—The first meeting of the 
;Royal commission appointed to en- 
‘quire into the fisheries of Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta was held here under 
the chairmanship of Professor E, E. 
Prince, of Ottawa, the other_members 


of the commission being ex-Chief Jus-; 


tice McGuire, of Prince Albert, and 
Dr. Euston Sisley, of Calgary. The 
chairman, in opening the proceedings, 
expressed the hope that the commis- 
sion, which was first appointed with 
large powers to investigate, would re- 
sult in the gathering of such informa. 
tion as would enable them to make 
recommendations to Ottawa which 
would be in the interest of the western 
fisheries generally. 

The first witness heard was Dr. 
Low, of Regina, president of the Sas- 
katchewan Game Protection associa- 
tion, who advocated the introduction 
of black bass in the interests of 
sportsmen. 

Mr. Van Valkenburg, secretary of 
the association also gave _ evidence, 
and was followed by T. N. Willing, 
late chief of the provincial game and 
weed branch, and Chas. Benjafield, 
who gave their experience of fishing 
in Long Lake, extending over a per- 
iod of thirty years.

RESULTS OF AWARD| 


CANADA WINS 
IMPORTANT POINTS 


‘Award Disposes of the American Con- 
tention that the Hudson Bay is Not 
a Closed Sea—The Greatest Satis- 
faction is Expressed Over the Re- 
sult of the Hague Decision on the 
North Atlantic Fisheries Case. 


Ottawa.—The cabled digest of The 
Hague decision on the North Atlantic 
fisheries case, in press despatches re 
cently, is received with much satisfac. 
tion by officials of the government 
conversant with the large issues at 
stake so far as Canada is concerned. 

The finding of the tribunal in favor 
of the British contentions on questions 
one and five means, practically, that} 
from the Canadin standpoint by far| 
the most important rights contended 
for have been won. | 

According to Mr, J. 8, Ewart, K.C., 
Canadian counsel before the tribunal, | 
nine-tenths of the whole arguinent was 
on these two points. The loss of the 
British case on other points at issue 
is comparatively unimportant, exce 
in so far as Newfoundland is local 
affected by the decision. The right of} 
Canada to make fisheries regulations 
binding on all foreign fishermen in the 
jterritorial waters is established, and 
territorial waters, according to the 
finding on question five, are defined as | 
being three miles outside a line drawn 
from headland to headland, This 
means that Canada’s jurisdiction over | 
all large bays is established by inter. 
national law. The decision is taken to 
mean that Canada will now be en-| 
abled to assert her right to control the 
fisheries in Juan De Fuca Straits and 
at other points ulong the British) 
Columbia coust. | 

It also disposes of the American con- 
tention that the Hudson Bay is not a| 
closed sea, exclusively under Cana-| 
dian jyrisdiction. The full text of the 
award is, of course, not yet available, 
but according to cabled summaries the 
result, as noted above, is regarded 
here as a far-reaching victory for 
Canada.

One, 
a flat piece, he lays on the ground 
amid a pile of dry leaves, Upon this 
strip of wood he kneels in order to 
hold down the ends.- Then he rolls 
the other pointed stick between the 
palms of his hands so that it bores 
a hole into the flat strip of wood. 
This makes fine wood dust, which 
catches on fire, sending its sparks 
among the ary leaves. By blowing 
upon the tiny light the bushman soon 
has a fire, which he feeds with more 
leaves.

This lesson is found in Matthew, 
Mark and Luke and telis how by the 
Herodians and Sadducees and Phari- 
sees they sought to entangle Him in 
His talk, Luke says that they sent 
forth spies who should feign them- 
selves just men that they might take 
hold of His words that so they 
might deliver Him unto the power and 
authority of the governor (Luke xx, 
20.) Consider who He was and who 
they were. See the Creator watched, 
criticised, hated, rejected by the crea. 
tures whom He had made and_ to 
whom He gave life and health and all 
things, and yet He patiently suffers 
it and would love and bless them if 
they would only let Him. 

The flattering words of verse 16 are 
ae a for we read in Ps, 
ixxvili, 6, ‘“Yhey did flatter Him with 
their mouth, and they lied unto Him 
with their tongues, for their heart was 
not right with Him. * * * But He, 
being full of compzssion, forgave their 
iniquity and destroyed them not.” 
As He perceived their wickedness and 
usked ior a piece bt money and from 
it answered their question they mar- 
veled at Hini and held their peace 
and left Him and went their way 
(verse 22, with Mark and Luke). Do 
you covet such wisdom, not that you 
may be wondered at, but that He may 
be glorified? If so, remember that 
Stephen was,so filled with faith and 
power that they were not able to re- 
sist the wisdom ang the spirit by 
which he spoke (Acts vi, 8, 10). It is 
indeed true what they said of Jesus 
at this time, “Thou regardest not the 
person of men,” so that we also may 
be filled with His spirit and wisdom if 
we will. It ought to be said of every 
teacher, ‘Thou art true and teachest 
the way of God in truth, neither car- 
est thou for any man” (verse 16), for 
it is also written by the Spirit that our 
attitude should always be “not as 
pleasing men, but God, who trieth our 
hearts.” And again, “If I yet pleased 
men I should not be the servant of 
Christ’’ (I Thess. ii, 4; Gal, i, 10). 
When questions arise about the right 
or wrong of this or that, let us first 
ask, Whose image do I bear? and that 
ought’ to settle it easily. As the re- 
deemed ‘of the Lord, the world, the 
flesh and the devil have no just claim 
upon us, and it is gur privilege gladly 
to render ‘all to God, whose we are. 
They ‘left ‘Him and went their way 
(verse 22), We are too‘apt to do this, 
Let our prayer be, “Teach me Thy 
way, O Lord, and lead me in a plain 
path because of mine enemies” (Ps. 
xxvii, 11). * ; :

Note how our Lord em- 
phasizes the great truth of resurrec- 
tion (30-32) and see the plain teaching 
ot Job ix, 25, 27; Isa. xxvi, 19; Dan. 
xii, 2, etc. See also how our Lord 
says that Ex, iii, 15, teaches not only 
life apart from the body, and note how 
resurrection of the body, and note how 
He indorées -the story of the burning 
bush, which is today rédivtled by the 
wisdom.of this-world:(Mark xii, 26; 
Luke xXx, 37). In verse 31, in the 
words “Mave ye notrdad that which 
was spoken unto you by God?” we 
have our Lord’s indorsement of Rom, 
xv, 4, ‘‘Whatsoever things were writ- 
ten aforetime were written for our 
learning.”’ Uiiless we hear God speak. 
ing to our souls as we read His word 
we have not read with profit and 
should read until His word takes hold 
of us with power. In verse 30 His 
word that in the resurrection we shall 
be “as the angels,” or, as in Luke, 
“equal unto the angels,” is explained 
by His saying concerning marriage. 

The next tempter is a lawyer scribe 
who wants to know which is the first 
or great commandment: ‘in the law. 
To him Jesus quotes Deut. vi, 4, 5; 
Lev. xix, 18, summing up the Ten 
Commandwents in love to God and to 
man and adding, ‘On these two com. 
mandments hang all the law and the 
prophets” (verse 40). ‘There is none 
other commandment greater than 
these” (Mark xii, 31); Mark records 
the scribe's reply to Jesus and that 
Jesus said to him, “Thou art not far 
from the kingdom of God.’” He seem- 
ed to understand the truth, but went 
away to continue to establish his own 
righteousness, not submitting to the 
righteousness of God (Rom, x, 2-4). As 
to this summary of the law see also 
Rom, xiii, 8-10, 

And now Jesus has a question for 
the Pharisees as to whose Son the 
Messiah is to be, to which they 
promptly reply, “The Son of David.” 
Then come from our Lord .the quota- 
tion from Ps. ex. and the question, 
How can He be David's Son since 
David by the Spirit calls Him Lord? 
No one could answer, and this shut 
them up for the present. As a man 
Jesus was of the house of David 
(Rom. 1, 3): As God He was David's 
Lord—truly a man, truly God, both 
the root and the offspring of David 
(Rey, xxii, 16).

bing Peter to Pay Paul.” 


The ereitest landmark in London 
is doubtless St. Paul's, Its massive 
outline and lofty towering dome, 
whether seen from the busy street or 


which out of countless spectacles 
and the blur of seemingly endless 
traffic most visitors take away with 
them us the predominant impression 
of the greatest city in the world. 

It is, however, to Westminster Ab- 
bey that the tourist naturally turns 
when he desires to see a standing 
embodiment of antiquity and _ the 
greatest of the British Empire. It is 
more than 600 years older than St. 
Paul's. Founded in 1065 by the gen- 
tle King, Edward the Confessor, it 
saw in the Lares Bd the corona- 
tion of Norman liam and the 
establishment of the present royal 
line, Filled with the tombs of kings 
and poets, warriors and statesmen, 
of prelates and philosophers, it ap- 
fae alike to the memory and the 
magination and arouses an interest 
that goes on increasing with the flow 
of time. 

Yet (says a writer in The Wash- 
ington Post), of the hundreds of 
thousands of foreigners who visit 
Westminster Abbey annually, it is 
safe to say that but an infinitesimal 
minority is aware of the proper style 
and title of the venerable pile. Nor 
is this strange, for the British people 
themselves have in the long lapse of 
ages and in the vicissitudes which 
the ages have brought ceased to re- 
member it. The late Dean Stanley, 
who loved the glorious old church 
with a great love, once remarked that 
there are probably but few English- 
men who care to be reminded that 
the full title of Westminster Abbey 
is the ‘Collegiate Church, or Abbey 
of 8t, Peter.” - 

Stanley also adopted the opinion 
fenerally held that the proverb ‘Rob. 
ing Peter to pay Paul” took its 
origin from the diversion of certain 
of the abbey estates about 1550 from 
their ,original purpose to the benefit 
of the old 8t. Paul's. This view 
may, however, reasonably be doubt- 
ed, for the saying “Crucifying Paul 
to redeem Peter’ is traceable as far 
back as the twelfth century, and the 
hrase “Robbing St. Peter to clothe 
t. Paul’ is found in 1515, and a 
similar locution occurs in early 
French. 

The form of the expression now in 
vogue was solidified and rendered 
current by the agitation started in 
the py of London proper, us distinct 
from the city of Westminster, where 
the abbey stands — that the great 
Earl of Chatham should be buried 
in St. Paul’s. To deprive the abbey, 
in favor of its younger rival, of the 
distinction of enshrining the remains 
of the greatest stutesman that in her 
rough island story, England has pro- 
duced would be to rob Peter to pay 
Paul with a vengeance, and the 
taunt was so freely bandied about 
that the peculinr form of verbiage 
has ‘ever since had an cbiding place 
in the English language. 


Queen Mother's Kindness. 


Lord Tennyson, the late poct laur- 
eate, used to relute a story showing 
the thoughtfulness of Queen Alex- 
andra, It was on the occasion of a 
voyage with Mr. Gladstone, and man 
distinguished people were on board. 
Tennyson, as related by a friend of 
his, read,- “The Grandmother” on 
board because the Princess of Wales 
asked for it. ‘I read it,’’ said Tenny- 
son “in a cabin on deck. The prin- 
cess sat close to me at one side and 
a young lady whom I didn't know 
on the other, The wind came through 
an open window, and the princess 
whispered, ‘Put on your hat’; but I 
said I ought, if possible, to make 
myself bulder than ever before so 
many royalties.

But the 
modern Romany also follows the 
“patteran,” agin 4 the footsteps, or 
wagon tracks, of his friends on the 
road by the same method employed by 
his ancient prototype, reading direc- 
tions where no words are written aa 
clearly as the gorgio does a roadside 
signboard. But the patteran can be 
read by the gypsy only—it is hidden 
and secret, although it may be in 
plain sight, as a signboard is open 
and public. The patteran may be 
formed of sticks or stones or grass. 
placed cross fashion at the parting 
of roads in such manner that only a 
'ypsy would instantly notice and un- 
eestand. To him it means much; 
first of all the direction taken by 
Romany phdecensors.

i What is a trade-war? 

} It is a battle in which no blood is 
| spilt, but whath can bear results every 
| bit as serious as those which occur on 
the actual field of war. Two great 
organizations are pitted nat each 
other. Silently, with scarcely a sound 
above the scratching of a pen, the 
more powerful faction presses its op- 
ponent back, and upon the issues de- 
pends the welfare of thousands, many 
of whom have no idea that any kind 
of battle is being fought at all.

English rival, and even employed 
spies} to shadow him in New York, 
| they have found thei: match. The 
British Oil magnate is beating them 
at their own game, 

The Standard Oil Co. have not had 
many such reverses. Forty-five years 
ago, Mr. John D, Rockefeller realized 
the great possibilities that lay in oil. 
| formed a syndicate, and proceeded to 
buy up every rival syndicate. He of- 
ten paid absurdly high prices to his 
rivals in order to gain absolute con- 
trol. If they refused to sell, he either 
retailed oil in their districts at a loss, 
or else actually gave it away, until 
they were forced, through lack of busi- 
ness, to'admit themselves beaten. 

A particularly interesting trade-war 
was that fought recently between 
the KE elish and American tobaécon- 
ists. The American Tobacco Co, was 
one of the most formidable syndicates 
| that ever threatened our chalky cliffs. 

It was an amalgamation of five sep- 
arate companies, which, previously, 
had tried to cut each other’s throat¢ 

| in their own country. They had plac 
| ed wonderful “Surprise Packets” and 
| other advertising dodges upon the 
| market. They had blazoned the walla 
with enormous posters. One company 
| had spent $1,500,000 annually in ad- 
| vertising its principal feature, ‘Battle 

Axe Plug,” the price of which under

small price of fivepence, the American 
elastic-juwed chewer could buy a pluy 
of “Battle Axe” three inches broad, 
fover half-an‘inch thick, and a foot 
long.

Outside lavatories should be kept 
clean and all excrement covered u 
or drenched with poisons, lime or oil. 

Kitchen refuse should be placed in 
| closely, cleanly kept garbage cans. 

All decaying matter should be bur- 
ied or burned, 

All receptacles, such as cuspidores, 
should be kept clean, 

Until we are clean ourselves we can- 
not keep healthy, and until we keep 
our houses clean we cannot keep away 
the flies. 

If there are flies around or in your 
house, either you ar your neighbor is 
careless with regard to absolute clean- 
liness. And until the flies are got rid 
of, as they can be with care and 
watchfulness, a sitive danger to 
your wife and children confronts you.

One of the most rousing and enthusiastic Conventions which has ever 
been held in the city of Calgary took place in the Robinson and Linton 
Hall on Thursday night, wher E. H. Riley, on the motion of J Davy, 
seconded by J, R. Wunter, of Hillhurst, received the unanimous nomina- 
tion as the Independent candidate for the constituency of Glei.hen. Over 
two hundred pesple from all parts of the riding attended, including a

E. H. RILEY'S SPEECH.

There are times in the life of a man, 
althoush he may be young in years 
and young in the game, when, he 
feels proud of the position in which 
he fiids himself. Gentlemen, I am 
proud of the constituency of G ei- 
chen, and [ am proud of the de'e- 
gites who are here to-night.

Mirch, 1999, I approached the 
¢ ectors of the constituency of Glei- 
chen as a supporter of a Lioeral 
government, and I canvassed as a 
supporter of the Rutherford adimin- 
istrition, and I wis returned to the 
legislature with a majority which 
was double the majority which I 
obt tined in 1997 

On Feb. 10 the house was called 
together, and in this, the lirst ses- 
sion after the general election, the 
government held 38 seats out of 41. 
Ten days alter the opening of the 
house a question was flung upon 
the floor of thit house concerning a 
certain transaction. After securing 
what evidence we could about thit 
iniquitous transaction, three weeks 
after the commencement of the 
session the government was down 
and out. That is the history of the 
Ruthertord yovérament. © What 
were the causes of this upheaval ? 
it is a long story, 1 will attempt 
to give you shortly some littie his- 
tory of it 


HAD CONFIDENCE IN GOVT 


At that time PE had confidence in 
the government and in the premier. 
Daring 1908 we were passing ruil- 
way leyislation. Applications 
were ‘coming trom every qu irter 
for railway tacilities and for trans. 
rortation faciities, and it was ex- 
pected that the government 
would relieve the situation. The 
government theory. by which they 
hoped to relieve the situation was 
by guaranteeing bonds of competing 
railroads, Bills had been passed 
guarantecing the bonds of the CNR 
and the GTP at $13,000. During 
the dying moments—I was going 
to say, during the dying hours, but 
the dying moments ts correct—a 
bill was brought in guaranteeing 
the bonds of the Albe ta & Great 
Waterways railway for 350 miles at 
$20,000 a mile. Very few meinbers 
Were expert railwaymen, and they 
had to trust the government for 
advice. Twenty theusand a mile 
struck some of the members as pe- 
culiar, One member asked why 
these bonds were guaranteed at 
$29,000 a mile 

The answer across the floor of 
the house was that this was largely 
a colonization road, ‘The country 
through which it ran was unknown 
and unpopulated, said Premier 
Rutherford. An assurance; was 
given to the house that an engineer 
would be appvinted to protect the 
goverment. If this engineer said 
$8000 or $10,000 was all that it 
would cost, that was all that would 
be guaranteed, and the house pro- 
rogued; but not before the govern 
ment had guaranteed the bonds at 
$20,000 

At the session of 1910 enquiries 
were made as to the standing of the 
promoters of the company, and 
after a week's bombardment hy 14 
mombers the government was down 
and out, During this debate some 
things came to iight. Evidence 
was produced from the surveyor 
general's department at Ottawa 
that the distance from Edmonton to 
Fort McMurray was only 276 miles, 
instead of 350 miles, In addition to 
this a great many protecting clauses 
had been cut out of the contract 
between the government and the 
railway, Clauses had been cut out 
whereby the company would have 
had to put up $750,000 before they 
commenced work, The contract 
only made it necessary for the com- 
pany to own paid up capital to $50- 
000; and it was discovered that the 
$30,000 vas only a paper transac. 
tion, and thar after one day the 
money returned to. its original 
owner We were unable to obtain 
a satisfactory. explanation, The 
Hon, C W Cross attempted to 
explain the deal. He stated that 
the $20,000 per mils was justified 
by the existence of many muskegs 
in the route 


VARIOUS JUSTIFICATIONS 


He also justified the government 
bacause of the number of iiome- 
steads which the road would throw 
open for the settlers who were 
unable to “find homesteads in the 
south. The road was justified 
becuse it was full of muskegs, and 
and also because it was full of home- 
steids. As a mitter of fact the 
government knew nothing whatever 
about the country or the mileage 


CALLED ON SIFTON 


On Murch tg three judges were 
appointed and an agreement wis 
mids by which the co.nnissior 
should have time to report to th: 
elected members. Two votes were 
taken resulting in favor of the 
government by 20 votes to 17° On 
My 26 the house re-assem led, and 
we were informed that we should 
have a 15-minute session, when the 
lieutenaat governor would say that 
he hid culled upon AL Sifton to 
form a new governnent. So that 
after seven weeks the 14 members 
were thwarted in their straight and 
bounden duty by the lisutenant 
governor and Mr Sifton, The 
lieutenant governor called in a 
chief justice who had received his 
reward, and who had been out of 
the arena for seven or eight yeirs, 
and the representatives never hid 
an Opportunty of expressing their 
seyret of this action
